Warrenton, Cape Colony, May 5—A 
British six-inch wire gun opened un- 
expectedly on the Boer laager yesterday 
at a distance of seven and @ half males, 
throwing 100-pound shel's with wond- 
erful accuracy, and causing @ hasty re- 
treat of the burghers. The bombard- 
ment continued yesterday at all pointe 
by Howitzers and field guns, supported 
by two companies of the Munster regi- 
ment, the Boers being driven from shel 
ter and th: ir guns being put out of ac 
tion. 

Brabant’s Camp, May 5.—Brabant’s 
division now occupies a strony position 
on a range of hills on 
road, aboot 20 miles from Wepeuer. 
The troops are confronted by a large 
force of Boert, who recently occupied 
Wepener, and who have now been lo- 
cated in the mountain known in the 
Free State as Zwartlapberg.
